We do not know what price should or could have been obtained for village develon-- 
ment land on the Windmill site, What we do know is that there could and should 
have been more informed public discussion of the issues and more open=-ness 
generally. Even now, we hope that cool heads and wise counsel will prevail so 
that whatever action needs to be taken is with the willing consent of all con- 
concerned, 


To the Parish Council we suggest that to respond to criticism, and consult and 
explain on a wider scale igs no sign of weakness but an expression of democratic 
strength. . 


To ‘the six' we urge that every effort should be made, and made again, to avoid 
the divisiveness of going to law. 


To our readers we say, please reac pages 2 and 3, and the extracts from official 
Parish Council minutes quoted on page 4, plus any other documents that are, or 
become available, with even more care and attention than ususl. That way, when 
the forthcoming Parish Poll actually takes vlace, you will be in a position to 
make informed decisions.

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DEDDINGTON PARISH MERTING, WINDMILL CHNTRE, 30 AUGUST 1988 


About 100 people attended. Norman Drake was elected chairman and Mrs S Spencer 
minutes secretary. The meeting was conducted according to the rules governing 
parish meetings, The PC had been asked by six electors to call a varish meeting 
and had refused. ‘the six therefore exercised their right to do so. ‘They were 
Kevin Beale, William Bidgood, Terry Clinch, Hugh O'Donnell, Mike Reed, and Mont 
Spencer who described the background and explained the issues.. 


In 1979 the PC was offered the then Windmill School site for £28,000 and declined. 
There wes a public meeting and in 1982 the PC decided to buy the land. In 1984 
the PC, with a financial working committee, agreed to exchange building land for 
a new comunity centre - now the Windmill Centre. Rockwell built it, and Phase 
I of their new housing development, on the old school site. <A contract was 
signed in Dec 1987 between Rockwell and the PC for Phase II, extending Phase I 
on to the existing 4-acre sports field. In return, Rockwell agreed to construct 
@ new sports fielc on their adjacent land. The contract is due for completion 
by the end of Sept 1938, after the District Valuer has indexed up the initial 
valuation. Copies of the contract had been obtained through the PC Chairman. 
The question was whether the village would obtain satisfactory compensation. 


Valuation . The RC agreed in Oct 1987 to the District Valuer's figure of 
£250,000 per acre, which was demonstrably below market value. Any index~linked 
uprating was bounc to produce a lower figure than the land was worth. For 
example, The Grove development site in Deddington vas sold privately (before 
Oct 1987) for £272,000 a + acre - equal to over £1,000,000 per acre. 

Discount On the assumption that Rockwell owned the only access to the site, 
valuation was reduced by 50%, to £125,000 per acre. This 'key money' discount 
is much higher thau the norm of 20%- ce ‘fhe 

Access Professional advisers suggest. that other access to the site poate: be 
found and therefore no 'key money' discount was really necessary. 

Sports field In addition to purchasing the field for some £110,000, the PC 
accepted responsibility for the cost of developing the new sports field. The 
original estimate of £40,000 is now £200,000+ and the PC cannot control the cost. 


There was considereble discussion and a variety of opinions, questions, comments 
and suggestions from those present. While the PC was under no obligation to take 
notice of this meeting's decisions, those electers present had the power to 
request the Returning Officer of the District Council to call a parish poll on 

a specific proposition if passed by the meeting with a majority of overone third, 


The proposition that a Parish Poll be requested was carried by 90 votes to 2 
(5 abstentions) using the following wording: 


We believe that Deddington Parish Council and their legal advisers have not 
achieved the best possible price for the sale of the ‘lindmill sports field 
as they are required to do by law. 


ek Government Act 1972: Disposal of of Tand 1 held by Parishes & Communities 
Subject | to che following DrOVisions - of this section, 4a ‘parish ox or ‘community 
eae or the parish trustees of a parish acting with the consent of the 
parish meeting, may dispose of land held by them in any manner they wish.

Because more urgent action was also required, the proposition that "we take 

immediate steps to teke out a legal injunction to stop the exchange of contracts 

between the Parish Council and Rockwell" was carried by 75 to 7 (10 abstentions). 
NOTE: THIS SUMMARY HAS BEEN AGREED WITH THE CHATRMAN OF THE MSETING 


UPDATE 'The six report that the costs of an injunction could be saved if the Pc 
oe Eake not to complete the contract until a judge has decided whether or not, 
on the evidence vresented, the PC actec beyond its powers The PC will be app- 
roached formally on this shortly. Meanwhile, ‘the six' are trying to persuade 
the District Valuer that an index of 300%400% (£750,000-£1,000,000 per acre) 
would be acceptable to the village whilst allowing Rockwell veasnanable profit. 
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DEDDINGTON, THE WINDMILL CENTRE LAND EXCHANGE 


From the Parish Council Chainman's statement of 25 August 1988 
"... The Scheme, wnich involves the construction of a new playing field to the 
west of the Centre, about 6.5 acres in area, and to exchange it for the 

existing smaller field on the other side of the centre, was first mooted in 
March 1985, and at least two progress reports have been made to Parish Meetings 
and the Council minutes are always displayed on the Town Hall notice board. | 
From the start, the District Auditor has taken a close interest in the scheme 
and it. is on his instructions that the Council uses the services of the 

District Valuer, wio is an Inland Revenue official, in negotiations. The 
District Valuer has acted for the Council and the Ilegaladvice has heen provided 
by a local firm of solicitors. The District Auditor was up-dated on progress in 
July, and was satisfied that all was in order. 


The land which the Council own, referred to above, is the existing Windmill 
playing field, and its value is diminished by two major factors. Before any 
development can tale place, the field to the west must be available for use as 
a playing field, an’ the only practical way in to the old playing field is 
through Mill Close. ockwell Develoypments own both of these pieces of land, 
and therefore the Council cannot proceed without dealing with Rockwell. 


The cost of the works on the new field and the cost of the land have to be paid 
for by the Council, and present estimates are that these will be in excess of 
£300,000. This will be deducted from the proceeds of the land being sold. 


The District Valuer is fully aware of the circumstances surrounding the exchange 
of land but fixed a minimum settlement figure of £110,000 to be paid to the 
Council, though the actual figure will be much higher. The value of the land 
being sold will not be known until the exchange takes place, but will be based 
on current values. ‘the District Valuer will fix this ..."

Possible Parish Meeting -- The Council received a letter from six local government 
electors asking the Clerk if he agreed to a Parish Meeting in connection with 
Phase II together with the reply from the Clerk, copies of both letters having 
been previously circuleted to all Members. ‘The Chairman stated that as those 
persons had proceeded to call their own meeting without awaiting a reply from 
the Council it would be pointless to pursue the request any further. ‘The 
Chairman then referred to correspondence he had had with one or more of the 
signatories of the letter end commented thereon, when he refuted certain alle- 
gations made in the letters sent to him, Je said that there had been lots of 
ecriticism.and no other firm proposal and the Council hed:-at no time withheld 
information which residents were entitled to see. The Chairman also stated 
that he had discussed the legality of the contract with Rockwell Developments 
Timited, which had been exchanged last December, with the solicitor who had 
confirmed that there vas no question that the contract was legally binding. 
After some @iscussion, unanimously RUSOLV"D that the Council accept the advice 
of the solicitor that the contract is legally binding and proceed to completion, 
but that, if the advice is faulty and the contract is found not to be legally 
binding and is annulled by the ape tacieks Members then resign to enable objectors 
to proceed with their proposals. Councillor Hayward declared an interest in 
this matter and did not take any part in the discussion nor vote thereon, It 
was agreed that the Chairmen prepare a statement for circulation to all 


residents.

THAT'S THE wWaY IT WAs 
DEDDINGTON 150 YEARS AGO - From the diaries of Rev Cotton Risley 


1838 - In August the Cotton Risley family went to Brighton for their holiday, 
some of the servants went with them ~ but Mary, the nurse, remained at home 
with the three youngest children. The Vicar returned for a week in the middle 
of the month, during which he “heard from my dearest Susan who gave me a very 
cheering account of herself and the two eldest children as to the benefit 
derived by them all from Brighton air and the sea breezes", On 14 August he 
says that some young men from Banbury and Steeple Aston came to join some . 
Adderbury and Deddington youths in a friendly game of cricket , they played on 
the Castle grounds. 

9. September Found three of the windows in the Church had been repaired in my 
absence entirely with new glass, completing all the windows about the Church: 
12 September Wrote to Mr Castle at Oxford in answer to a letter of his about 
the probability of Deddington being a likely place for a young man to commence 
school master at with success — answered in the negative. 

13 September Granted a summons against two young men of Deddington for a riot 
on Sunday, 9th. 

14 September Heard also another case of riotous misconduct by a woman belong~ 
ing to the lodging house here, fined her 5 shillings for being drunk, 

ef Septembsr Presided at the Kings Arms for an opening dinner to celebrate the 
inauguration of an Horticultural Society for Deddington and its district within 
13 miles thereof - to be called the Deddington Horticultual Society, and prizes 
to be awarded periodically for flowers, fruit and vegetables. 25 or 26 sat 
down to dine. 

26 Septethber Attended the Agricultural Association Dinner at Banbury, exhibition 
of stock and distribution of prizes at the Town Hall by Mr Cartwright of Aynho 
in the absence of Col North of roxton Abbey who was elected president, the

THe POODEN BELL . by Lily Hill 


In Beddington, 60 - 70 years ago, every Sunday morning from about 10.30 to 11 am 
Villagers could be seen converging on the Bakehouse situated in New Street on 
the corner of the Stile, where Bill Course the Baker heated up his ovens to cook 
the meat and Yorkshire for anyone who chose to take advantage of the service. 

I think the charge for this was 3d (or anyway no more than a few coppers). My 
brother Alf was the one whose job it was to take our dinner to the Bakehouse. 
The walk down the Street (now Hopcraft Lane) up Goose Green and through the 
Stile right to the other end with a sizeable joint sitting in a tin of batter, 
and that without spilling a drop, was no mean feat. He scorned to tale the 
batter in a milk can as some folk did and pour it on when he got there. Now 
you may well wonder what connection this has with Church Belis. Well, of 
course (no pun intended) Church Bells were rung to call people to 11 o'clock 
Service Five minutes to 11 the ting-tang would sound (think we must have 
called it that because of its sound). This was followed by one bell tolling 
and as the last toll sounded on the stroke of 11 o'clock Bill Course would 

close the oven door and once closed he refused to open it for any late-comers. 
This was why the last bell was commonly known as the ‘Pudding Bell" only we 
didn't pronounce it pudding, but in our own dialect, pooden (as in wooden).
